ilities. A Chinaman earns ordinarily 
'roru f8 to $10 a week and bis board 
and lodging. The white or colored laun- 
dress makes from $4 to $10 a week 
•without board or lodging. The China- 
man -works from 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing nntil 1 or 2 o'clock at night. Some- 
times he washes, sometimes he starches, 
sometimes he irons, bat he is always at 
it, not tireless, but persevering in spite 
of weariness and exhaustion. Other la- 
borers clamor for a working day of 
eight hours. The Chinamau patiently 
works IT, takrs care of his relatives in 
China, looks after his own poor in 
America and pays his bills as he goes 
along.

it iu the temple of Artemis after 2,000 
years and ient it toHallb.itier, who gave 
it the form 111 which it shall bear wit- 
ness that your deeds shall outlive mil- 
lenio.''

Bismarck Siahlunu Eiseugave a photo- 
graphic reproduction of the plate anc 
at: account of the discovery of tho iron. 
The temple of Artemis, one of the most 
Tuagmhcent of ancient monuments, was 
rebuilt about 800 B. C., though by some 
the date is put at 200 B. C. 


The metal is<lescribed as 


ing stcji in its composition, though 
closely ukm to malleable iron. It was 
made at a low temperature, and great 
care w.ts necessary in the forcing. It 
was fonwl rather difficult to roll the 
pieces that wero preserved as relies, 
these having 41 diameter of about'oue- 
balf inch.—Inm Tr;ide Hevicvr.

These roots not (jiiiy 
help tc feed the plant by drawing nu- 
triment from the so)!, bnt they strength- 
en and support the stalk by acting as 
brace0 to it. 


Lilies that are planted with their 


crows.r, near the surface of the soil will 
have to be tied to stakes to prevent their 
being broken off, bnt deeply planted 
ones will require no artificial support. 
Bear this in mind and set your lily 
bclbs well down in their pot?, filling in, 
as advised, as they develop their flower 
stalks, if you would grow these most 
lovely flowers to perfection. 


I would not ad vise.the nse of any fer- 


tilizer after bringing a plant to the 
light if the compost in which it was 
planted contained an ordinary amount 
of nutriment. Development is quite 
likely to be sufficiently rapid in ordi- 
narily rich soil, and tho application of 
a stimulant will so hasten it that the 
plant will be forced beyond healthy Hin- 
ts. \Vateh the plants when in the cel- 
ir and give a little water now and 
lien if needed. Aim to keep the soil 


jnoist—m-ver wet. 
When you bring 


hem up, do not pUce them at once iu 
very warm rooui. A room adjoining

Kemcdy For Scaly 


A writer in Farm Poultry gives a 


remedy for scaly legs. She says: "I 
take a quart cau full of lard, ccal oii 
and crudo carbolic acid ar.d bet the can 
iu an old bucket, piling hot ashes and 
some coals around it. Then with a 
swab, made by wrapping rags to the end 
of a stick, I proceed to tho henhouse, and- 
holding each perch over the bucket 
gliding it «long ae I prease, I complete- 
ly fill every crack and crevice with tho 
mixture. The lard cools rapidly, leav- 
ing the perch very greasy, and the legs 
of fowls roosting on such perches look 
bright and clean. It serves a twofold 
purpose—ridding the perches of lice ant. 
preventing scaly leg. I have never had 
a case of it among uiy fowls. This work 
cau be done m cold weather, as the 
grease will keep hot, and it is less troa- 
blesome than treating even one fowl 
after it g( ts the disease."
